| the last estimate on October 9, when 
(1,065,000 bales was the forecast. The 
‘report is based on returns from ap- 
proximately 1,400 correspondents, bas- 
|tag the yield on the condition of the 
‘crop as of October 158. 

The report shows an increase in 
expectation of 55,000 bales over the 


October 9 report, an increase over the 
report of September 16 of 101,000 
bales; and an increase of 183,000 bales 
over the census bureau’s report of 
September 1. 

Last year the state produced 1,004.- 
000 bales, 688,000 in 1923, 715.000 in 
1922, 787.000 in 1921, and 1,415,000 
in 1920.

WHAT GOOD ROADS MEAN. 

In Monday’s Constitution Brooks 
Morgan, president of the F. E. Block 
company, stated some plain but un- 
mistakable facts regarding Georgia’s 
highways that ought to challenge 
the upstanding thought of the state 
His 


company has 40 salesmen, each tray- 


to quick and definite action. 


eling different sections in a light 


motor car, and also several. mer- 
chandise trucks reaching out into 
various sections. He spoke, there- 
fore, from an experience that can- 
not he controverted when he said: 


“Our trucks operating between At- 
Janta and Cartersville, Atlanta and 
LaGrange, Atlanta and Macon are 
frequently marooned for the night on 
account of the impassable condition 
of the roads. Saturday it was im- 
possible for owr salesman at LaGrange 
to reach Atlanta or our truck from 
Atlanta to reach LaGrange. Mon- 
day night, a bitter eold one, two of 
our truckmen reached a point just 
north of Cartersville, and found so 
many automobiles mired in the mud 
that they, with numerous other motor- 
ists, were compelled to spend a fright- 
ful night on the roadside. It is lit- 
tle short of a crime to leave roads and 
detours as they are now frequently 
left for unsuspecting motorists. 

“Not a Saturday passes but that 
some of our numerous Georgia sales- 
men bring in tales of the overturning 
of tourist cars. Motorists passing 
through the state do not kaow how 
treacherous are our muddy or dusty 
roads and the result is they go over 
the banks in large numbers. 

“Floundering through the mud or 
dust is bad advertising for Georgia 
and we need not expect to enjoy any 
of Florida's prosperity until we show 
the thousands of tourists passing 
through the state that we are progres- 
sive. Certainly we are not progres- 
sive when we spend the millions we 
do on our roads and have not, in the 
state, a single stretch of road between 
two points of any importance. We 
realize that the highway commission 
is having far more demands than it 
can satisfy.” 


The experiences of the Block 
company salesmen are necessarily 
the experiences of several hundred 
other salesmen who travel out of 
the Georgia wholesale markets, and 
of the thousands of tourists who 
are passing through Georgia daily 
from north to south, or vice versa. 
The conclusions reached by Mr. 
Morgan are those reached by every 
other citizen of similar, or less gen- 
eral’ and less acute experiences. 
That is that Georgia, first, is making 
a serious mistake in building paved 
roads on the crazy-quilt plan of a 
stretch of concrete here, leaving a 
stretch of almost impassable mud 
road there, both on the same high- 
way, alternating from objective to 
objective; and, second, that tempo- 
rary roads, such as Georgia is spend- 
ing her greatest volume of money 
to construct, are not only inexcusa- 
bly expensive to maintain. but are 
impossible of maintenance in either 
excessively dry or wet weather con- 
ditions. The fact is the roads of 
most of the drouth area were cut- 
up so badly during the recent 
months of dry weather that they 
became just as bad as if they had 
suffered from excessive rains. The 
traffic pulverized the top soil which 
in turn was very largely blown away, 
leaving ruts, holes; jogs and every 
other condition to make such roads 
unfit and hazardous to cars and 
travelers to travel over. It is im- 
“possible to maintain a temporary 
road in a drouth belt. Such roads 
can only be worked in normal 
‘season. 
~ On the other hand the rains of 

the past few days, so badly needed 
to moisten the parched farms of 


a north Georgia particularly, have left 
 farge sections with almost impassa- 
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main highways, with no. earthly 
prospect of getting any better so 
long as the present system is con- 
tinued. 

The answer is, first, the comple- 
tion of the trunk-line highways by 
welding every link, from state bine 
to state line, with concrete or its 
equivalent, according to a definite 
plan to that end, before the less im- 
portant roads are built, thereby 
making efficient at least the inter- 
state highways so that the state 
may not continue indefinitely to 
flounder in its present unenviable 
position. 

As to the black-eye that Georgia 
is getting daily, Mr. Morgan said: 

“Inquiry at Knoxville, Tate Springs, 
or Asheville will develop the fact that 
hundreds of western and northern mo- 
torists who spend the nights at those 
places are passing up every mile of 
Georgia that they can possibly avoid, 
They have heard of and experienced 
such hardships traveling Georgia 
roads that they go via Greenville, S., 
C., Augusta and Savannah, to reach 
Florida and south Georgia. 

“Records show that the wear and 
tear on trucks and salesmen’s cars in 
the state of Georgia is almost three 
times as great as in the state of North 
Carolina and nearly twice as great 
as in the state of South Carolina.”

Terminal In Service 
Near Knoxville, Tenn. 


Knoxville. Tenn., October 26— 
(Special.)—The new John Sevier 
freight terminal of the Southern rail- 
way, located six miles east of Knox- 
ville, and the:four-mile double track 
belt line, connecting it with the Mid- 
dlesboro line at Beverly, on which 
work was begun in Julv, 1924, were 
~laced in service today. 

The terminal ineludes a 
eation yard with 50 miles of track 
and capacity for 3,500 cars, modern 
engine handling facilities, a transfer 
station for handling less than earload 
freight moving through Knoxville, re- 
frigeration station for icing - perish- 
ables, and pens in which live stock 
ca be rested, fed and watered.
